In hypothesizing about the position of the fulcrum-for-creation 

it is important to recall 1) that modern art so-called is not 
modern because of its content rather because of its form 2) that 
the works of art created by a given creator of aesthetic forms 
throughout his creative life are not all created with the fulcrum- 
for-creation in exactly the same position although in most instances 
the position of the fulcrum-for-creation does not vary greatly 
through the creative life of a given creator of aesthetic forms-- 
which does not mean first of all that a creator of aesthetic 

forms can not create all of his works with the fulcrum-for-creation 
in all instances in exactly the same position which does not mean 
secondly that a creator of aesthetic forms can not in the course 

of his creative life vary greatly the position of the fulcrum-for- 
creation in creating works of art 3) that all of the works of art 
created during any given historical period by those who are in- 
terested in/who are capable of creating aesthetic forms are not 
created with the fulcrum-for-creation in exactly the same position 
although during most historical periods the position of the fulcrum- 
for-creation is approximately the same for most creators of aes- 
thetic forms--which does not mean first of all that there are not 
historical periods in which all creators of aesthetic forms create 
works of art with the fulcrum-for-creation in exactly the same 
position which does not mean secondly that there are not in a 
given historical period creators of aesthetic forms who create 
aesthetic forms with the fulcrum-for-creation in positions which 
vary greatly from those positions utilized by most creators of 
aesthetic forms in that particular historical period, Pause then 
and think about one of the contents of the history of art the 
voyage physical metaphysical the beginning/setting out the middle/ 
en route the ending/arriving the content of art as a description 
of movement in space and time journeys from one place to another 
described by the human mind journeys from one place to another 
created by the human mind. Pause then and think about the complete 
works created by a creator of aesthetic forms throughout his 
creative life. Pause then and think about the works of art created 
during any given historical period. Think about six voyages think 
about the complete works of Ernest Bloch think about the works of 


art created in England during the reign of Queen Victoria certainly,
